But as for the Jtalians, they 
all have taken fo much freedom in owning the thoughts of the an- 
cients, that it would feem.a feverity like that of indiéting a man a- 
bout a Magpy, fhould we quarrel with ‘Fovianus Pontanus about a 
fmall Epigram. And to fay the Truth, as wel! as Virgil, and the 
ret of the beft of the Ancients, many of the beft Authors of our 
Age, as Buileaw, ec. can hardly be {aid to be freer from Plagiarifm, 
than many a charitable dull Fellow in our-Age, who like a famous 
Englifh Poer, ftillchufe to give a Melon of their Neighbor's, rather 
thana Pumpkin of their own But to. the Epigram.
